The current President-General, Mrs. William 
Henry Sulliv an J r.o f Scarsdale, N.Y., isdescribed 
by the N. Y. Times as “ a slender, dy namic red­ 
head who is still y o ung eno ugh to carry o ff strap­ 
less ev ening go wns with a flo urish. . . and is 
pro bably the mo st enlightened” ex ecutiv e the 
so ciety has had in mo re than a quarter o f a 
century .

Histo ry will giv e President Ly ndo n B. J o hnso n 
credit fo r co nsistent leadership in try ing to win 
a military v icto ry in Vietnam. 
It will appraise this co nstructiv e effo rt lo ng after 
the wo rds o f the do ubters, the detracto rs, the 
skeptics and the calamity criers are fo rgo tten. 
It is iro nic that he sacrificed the presidency to 
his ambitio n to make the greatest j)o ssible co n­ 
tributio n to ward achiev ing peace - - an effo rt that 
almo st certainly is misguided and futile. 
Once mo re in respo nse to a wo rldwide clamo r 
he has scaled do wn the ho stilities in Vietnam 
inso far as any aggressiv e participatio n by United 
States tro o ps is co ncerned. 
In the past these self impo sed lulls hav e do ne 
no thing mo re than giv e the Viet Co ng the o ppo r­ 
tunity to build up their military o peratio n and to 
increase their striking po wer against the Amer­ 
ican and So uth Vietnamese fo rces.

Perhaps this is to o

The co untry is div ided but no o ne has greater 
po wer to unite them than he. 
He has been sharply criticized fo r his do mestic 
pro gram, which has many failures alo ng with its 
successes. 
He canno t fairly be blamed fo r suppo rting the 
Great So ciety pro gram. 
He merely carried o ut 
his electio n pro mises. 
The American peo ple 
v o ted in fav o r o f it. 
If the pro gram is wro ng it is the peo ple who 
are wro ng. 
They sho uld be willing to accept all 
o f the unpleasant co nsequences. 
President J o hnso n has kept the faith. 
The 
peo ple hav e let him do wn. 
The o nly pro mising aspect abo ut his decisio n is 
that it may cause the American peo ple to clo se 
ranks and to unite under new leadership to tackle 
v igo ro usly and effectiv ely the grav e pro blems 
which face this co untry .

More than 4,000 members of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution are expected to attend 
the five-day 77th Continental Congress opening 
in Washington today. 
SPRING IS GEN EROCS to the National Capital. 
The vernal gifts, in addition to the tourists who 
come to Washington to see the cherry blossoms, 
the dogwood, and the azaleas, run to school chil­ 
dren on Easter vacation and the grand ladies of 
the patriotic, mostly colonial, societies, who clus­ 
ter especially about the Mayflower Hotel. 
The names evoke images of perukes and crino­ 
lines - Colonial Dames of the 17th Century, Na­ 
tional Society of the Daughters of Colonial Wars, 
Daughters of the Barons of Runnymede. 
The general physical image is one of elderly 
women who have lost their waistlines, usually 
spectacularly sashed and festooned with ropes of 
orchids. 
The largest, probably the oldest, and 
certainly the most influential of all women’s 
colonial societies is the 186,000-member Na­ 
tional Society,. Daughters of the American Revo­ 
lution, with chapters in all 50 states and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia. 
The DAR was founded on Aug. 8, 1890, by two 
spinsters and two widows. The first President- 
General lived in the White House as Mrs. Benja­ 
min Harrison, 
The patriotic society was char­ 
tered by Congress in 1896. 
THE NEW S alxjut tile DAR as delegates gather in 
Washington in mid-April is that, as the sports­ 
writers would say, i f s a whole new ball game.

History will give President Lyndon B. Johnson 
credit for consistent leadership in trying to win 
a military victory in Vietnam. 
It wall appraise this constructive effort long after 
the words of the doubters, the detractors, the 
skeptics and the calamity criers are forgotten. 
It is ironic that he sacrificed the presidency to 
his ambition to make the greatest possible con­ 
tribution toward achieving peace — an effort that 
almost certainly is misguided and futile. 
Once more in response to a worldwide clamor 
he has scaled down the hostilities in Vietnam 
insofar as any aggressive participation by United 
States troops is concerned. 
In the past these self imposed lulls have done 
nothing more than give the Viet Cong the oppor­ 
tunity to build up their military operation and to 
increase their striking power against the Amer­ 
ican and South Vietnamese forces. 
In calling for another pause President Johnson 
has permitted his own better judgment to be super­ 
ceded by the wishes of others, who do not carry 
his responsibility as commander in chief of the 
American forces. 
Instead of producing peace, a corresponding 
pause in Viet Cong aggression or bringtheenemy 
to the negotiation table, it probably will increase 
their war effort and cause them to conclude that 
they have destroyed President Johnson’s chances 
for re-election. 
Since they will interpret this as their victory 
they will be more inclined to press their advan­ 
tage and fight on than to come to the negotiating 
table with any willingness to settle on any rea­ 
sonable basis. 
His announcement that he wall not seek re­ 
election has reduced his bargaining power and 
his effectiveness as president 
at home and 
abroad. 
Rumors have persisted that Hanoi would wait 
until after the presidential election to make any 
peace moves. 
The withdrawal of President Johnson as a can­ 
didate for reelection has not shortened the pros­ 
pect for such a move. 
Johnson could have been reelected but he would 
have been forced to wage a vigorous campaign, 
to fight a war and troublesome domestic prob­ 
lems at the same time. 
Perhaps this is too 
much to ask of any human being. 
The country is divided but no one has greater 
power to unite them than he. 
He has been sharply criticized for his domestic 
program, which has many failures along with its 
successes. 
He cannot fairly be blamed for supporting the 
Great Society program. 
Ile merely carried out 
his election promises. 
The American people 
voted in favor of it. 
If the program is wrong it is the people who 
are wrong. 
They should be willing to accept all 
of the unpleasant consequences. 
President Johnson has kept the faith. 
The 
people have let him down. 
' The only promising aspect about his decision is 
that it may cause the American people to close 
ranks and to unite under new leadership to tackle 
vigorously and effectively the grave problems 
w hich face this country. The nation has no great­ 
er or more urgent need.

RISE IN QUANTITY OE MONEY 
During the past six years the 
quantity of money in our country 
has lieen increasing at die rate 
of about eight per cent a year. 
During the past year this has 
risen to more d an twelve lier 
cent. 
Let it be clearly stated 
that the proper definition of bi­ 
liation is an increase in the quan­ 
tity of money. 
Many p ressures 
are G yrating to bring about this 
increase, but it is actually done 
by the Federal Reserve Bank. 
Pushing wages up l>evond

rise in productivity is an infla­ 
tionary pressure, but it would not 
work if government did not re ­ 
spond by increasing the quantity 
of money. It would result in un­ 
employment, but would not cause 
'pflation. Inflation, let it be em - 
’ hasized again, is an increase in 
the quantity of money, and that is 
.one only by government. 
While the quantity of money has 
lieen increasing about eight tier 
cent a year, prices during recent 
years have l)een going up only 
about two per cent a year, ac­ 
celerating to about 3 
annually 
during the past two years. A rise 
in prices often lags behind a ride 
in the quantity of money localise 
of increasing industrial efficien­ 
cy, squeezing of profits and com­ 
petition. There is a lim it, how­ 
ever, to the ability of competi­ 
tion to neutralize dilation, audit 
is probable that we are on the 
point of a much larger annual 
increase in prices. 
The basic pressure which in­ 
duces governments to reso rt to 
inflation is the desire of a very 
large portion of the people, as 
well as practically

More than 4,000 members of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution are expected to attend 
the five-day 77th Continental Congress opening 
in Washington today. 
SPRING IS GENEROUS to the National Capital. 
The vernal gifts, in addition to the tourists who 
come to Washington to see the cherry blossoms, 
the dogwood, and the azaleas, run to school chil­ 
dren on Easter vacation and the grand ladies of 
the patriotic, mostly colonial, societies, who clus­ 
ter especially about the Mayflower Hotel. 
The names evoke images of perukes and crino­ 
lines - Colonial Dames of the 17th Century, Na­ 
tional Society of the Daughters of Colonial Wars, 
Daughters of the Barons of Runnymede. 
The general physical image is one of elderly 
women who have lost their waistlines, usually 
spectacularly sashed and festooned with ropes of 
orchids. 
The largest, probably the oldest, and 
certainly the most influential of all women’s 
colonial societies is the 186,000-member Na­ 
tional Society,. Daughters of the American Revo­ 
lution, with chapters in all 50 states and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia. 
The DAR was founded on Aug, 8, 1890, by two 
spinsters and two widows. The first President- 
General lived in the White House as Mrs. Benja­ 
min Harrison. 
The patriotic society was char­ 
tered by Congress in 1896. 
THE NEWS about the DAR as delegates gather in 
Washington in mid-April is that, as the sports­ 
writers would say, it’s a whole new ball game. 
The current President-General, Mrs, William 
Henry Sullivan Jr. of Scarsdale, N.Y., is described 
by the N. Y. Times as “a slender, dynamic red­ 
head w ho is still young enough to carry off strap­ 
less evening gowns with a flourish. . . and is 
probably the most enlightened” executive the 
society has had in more than a quarter of a 
century.

History will give President Lyndon B. Johnson 
credit for consistent leadership in trying to win 
a military victory in Vietnam. 
It will appraise this constructive effort long after 
the words of the doubters, the detractors, the 
skeptics and the calamity criers are forgotten. 
It is ironic that he sacrificed the presidency to 
his ambition to make the greatest possible con­ 
tribution toward achieving peace — an effort that 
almost certainly is misguided and futile. 
Once more in response to a worldwide clamor 
he has scaled down the hostilities in Vietnam 
insofar as any aggressive participation by United 
States troops is concerned. 
In the past these self imposed lulls have done 
nothing more than give the Viet Cong the oppor­ 
tunity to build up their military operation and to 
increase their striking power against the Amer­ 
ican and South Vietnamese forces. 
In calling for another pause President Johnson 
has permitted his own better judgment to be super­ 
ceded by the wishes of others, who do not carry 
his responsibility as commander in chief of the 
American forces. 
Instead of producing peace, a corresponding 
pause in Viet Cong aggression or bringthe enemy 
to the negotiation table, it probably will increase 
their war effort and cause them to conclude that 
they have destroyed President Johnson’s chances 
for re-election. 
Since they will interpret this as their victory 
they will be more inclined to press their advan­ 
tage and fight on than to come to the negotiating 
table with any willingness to settle on any rea­ 
sonable basis. 
His announcement that he will not set»k re­ 
election has reduced his bargaining power and 
his effectiveness as president at home and 
abroad. 
Rumors have persisted that Hanoi would wait 
until after the presidential election to make any 
peace moves. 
The withdrawal of President Johnson as a can­ 
didate for reelection has not shortened the pros­ 
pect for such a move, 
Johnson could have been reelected but he would 
have been forced to wage a vigorous campaign, 
to fight a war and troublesome domestic prob­ 
lem s at the same time. 
Perhaps this is too 
much to ask of any human being. 
The country is divided but no one has greater 
power to unite them than he. 
He has been sharply criticized for his domestic 
program, which has many failures along with its 
successes. 
He cannot fairly be blamed for supporting the
